nity to inform the public on our 
objectives. This has produced inno- 
vative ideas and improvements 
from crew members as well as from 
the public. Contacts with the pub- 
lic are so important that we have 
made a rule that no matter how 
insignificant or unrealistic a request 
or complaint may seem, our inspec- 
tors must personally contact the cit- 
izen originating the complaint. 
Many of our goals are reached 
through public support and our ser- 
vice policy is often praised by our 
local morning and evening newspa- 
pers. To get that kind of cooper- 
ation, you have to work for it and 
deserve it! 


City priorities 

Good inspection and_ enforce- 
ment does lower refuse collection 
costs through efficient practices and 
maximum utilization of equipment 


and manpower. Fortunately our 
city officials for the past 10 years, 
have allowed us to “beef” up our 
inspection team and_ introduce 
unique and innovative methods. We 
were probably the first municipality 
to adopt the train-transfer method 
of collection in the U.S. 

Our ordinance provides free gar- 
bage collection to all residential 
and commercial patrons for up to 
three (3) twenty-gallon cans, twice 
weekly. Fees are charged for larger 
quantities. The city rents large 
commercial containers and services, 
over 1300 of these units twice 
weekly and more than 900 on a fre- 
quency of more than twice per week. 

City refuse crews collect over 3- 
000 tons weekly. Our disposal is 
more than double this amount 
through demolition materials and 
other refuse hauled in by school 
districts, university trucks and pri- 
vate and commercial accounts that 
elect to haul their own. We do not 
charge a disposal fee at present. 
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We meet with our inspectors ev- 
ery Monday morning to review 
their problems and discuss internal 
matters. We stimulate good rapport 
between inspectors and the refuse- 
collection crews and each respects 
the importance of coordinating the 
two jobs. 

Perhaps the foregoing makes us 
sound as if we think we are per- 
fect. We know we are not! We have 
stubbed our toes, slipped, and fal- 
tered. But we get up and have a go 
at it again — maybe in a different 
way, with a different outlook. At 
times we are praised and some- 
times abused, but very often there 
is compensating humor — like the 
irony of a local $40,000 per year 
Federal judge who ignored a notice 
to clean his 50x 140-foot vacant 
lot of weeds, and who then com- 
plained vigorously via franked en- 
velopes, about the $20 charge for 
the 2 hours it took a city crew to do 
the job. He grudgingly paid the bill 
after 3 months of bickering! 44
